Angels, is as the wood to the fire, 
cruſhed.to powder, conſumed to 
aſhes.

This point I will paſſe from,

That cruelty io any kinde what- 
ſocuer ſhewed againſt or vnto the 
Church and people of God,it ſhall 
be plagued with fearctull defirm. 
Qion from God - or ſuch perſons 
(be they who they will be)thar are 
mercilefſe and fierce againſt the 
feruants of God, ſhall finde God 
moſt vnkinde , moſt fierce , moſt 
crucli roward them: his fauour 
ſhall be turned into fury, his mer. 
cy into burning wrath, again all 


- cruel] aſſaults. There is a three- 


fold crueltie. 
1. Mcntall, when as in heart 
| men 
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men hate the Church of God , 
either as Balac did affeRing to 
curfe Gods people, or as Tobiab 
and Sanballes did ſecretly grie- 
ving at their proſperitic , or with 
Eſau retaining future hopes, ta 
doe that miſchiefe which prefent 
times will not permit. 

2. Verball, the crneltie of the 
tongue , when as men raile in 
words with Rabſhehah , when as 
menvſe ſcoffing fpeeches wich //: 
wacl; when as they belie them, 
raiſing falſe reports againſt them, 
28 dd Senbelfatand Hams. 

3. AQuall, the cruclry of a& : 
when men in their deeds doe hure 
them, eicher by oppreſsien with 
Pharaoh, or by oppoſition with 
Tobiab, to conſpire the down-fall 
of Gods ordinances, or to fit ſtill 
with Nero, and let the Church of 
God finke or ſwimme : Now con- 
fider who cucr they be, that all 
of theſe waies, or any of theſe 
waies become fterce againſt Gods 
Church , they expoſe themſelues 
to Gods wrath: this point we will 
make good three waics. 

Firſt, 
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Firſt, By Scripture, Eſay 47. 6+ 
'God threatneth deſtruQion to 
Babylon, for that ſhee ſhewed no 
mercy, but laid very heauy yokes 
ypon Gods children: this prophe- 
cic is{econded by Jer. 50. 11,12. 
But moſt plainly,God by the Pro- 
phct Cnnns faith,l will bruiſc all 
that atflia-thee Zeph. 3.18. 

Secondly, by cxamples : Cam 
Joſt a friend of God, when as he 
became the butcher of his bro- 
ther, ag himſclfe ſpeakes, Gen. 45 
14- From thy face ſhall 1 be hid. 
God proclaimeth warre againſt 
Pharaob.,. who - by oppreſgion 
ſought to roote out Gods people» 
Saul hunting Dexid, is caught at 
laſt z Zeman with Herod come to 
ſhamefull and painfull ends. Thus 
we [ce perſecuters to be perſecu- 
ted, it would requirea volume, to 
write what Hiſtories can ſay for 
this point, he that reades the ſto- 
ries of old perſecuting Pagans, of 
the new perſccuting Papiſts, will 
be ablc to tell you of the fierce 
wrath of God thar hath conſu- 
med all thoſe that mabiclnly 

and 
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and wrongfully haue waſted the 
blood, and grieued the ſoules of 
Gods people. Did Amntiocbus , 
Clandins, Maximenus, Maxentiia, 
with diuers others warring againſt 
the Saints, goe to their graucs in 
peace ? Haue not their bowels 
| burnedwith fire ? haue not ſhame. 
| fullendsbefallenthem ? 

Thirdly, by Reaſons and Argu- 
ments drawne from Scripture , 
crueltie againſt the Church, muſt 
be ſenerely puniſhed. 

I. In regard of God, There 
arc twothings in God which will 
bring iudgement vpon cruell per- 
ſecutors of his Church, The one is 
his wuſtice, the other his mercy : 
Firſt, the juſtice of God, requireth 
it according to that of Paul, It 152 2.Thef, 2; 
juſt thing with God to recom. 8, 
penſe tribulation to them that 
trouble you. How can cruelty be 
more, juſtly puniſhed then by cru- 
elty 2 Secondly, ifwe confider how 
deere the Church is to God ; as 
the wife to the husband, as the 
apple of an eye : So that we may 


truly ſay,the crueltic of the wiC- 
| ked 
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ked is exerciſed againſt God him- 
ſlle, he is wronged when they are 
wronged, he is perſecuted when 
they are perſecuted : this he told 
Saxl eAF. 9. 6. Sgil, Sanl, why 
perſccuteſt thou mee? This hee 
faidto Edow, you haue with your 
mouthes boaſted againſt me , and 
have multiplyed your words a- 
gainſt mec,Ezech.z5.12,13.Now 
then the Church being thus high- 
ly honoured aud fauored by God, 
ze cannot be bur all that doc them 
wrong , ſhall bec moſt ſcuerely 
plagued. If husbands put not vp 
the injuries offered to their wives, 
if Daxid revenge vpon Han for 
doing violence to his Mcſſengers, 
it cannot be that God can cither 
forget , or paſſe by the wrongs of 
his Church, 

Secondly, The fecond reaſon is 
drawne from the Saints of God, 
dead and aliue, who continually 
by their prayers, giuc no'reſt to 
God yntill he hath avenged this 
ſinne of cruelty. That the living 
Saints haue done this, reade 7ſal. 
137: 7. Where the Church pray- 

eth 
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eth God he would not forget the 
hard meaſure they receiued from 
Eaom : Remember the children 
of Edem Oh Lord: that the Saints 
in heauen, through their generall 
deſire of our good , doc put God 
in minde, reade Rey. 6 10. where 
the cry is this, How long Lord 
holy and true } docſt thou not 2+ 
uenge our blood .on them that 
dwcll on the carth ? : 

Thirdly, the laſtargument from 
the nature of this ſinne , whether 
we con(ider it fimply, or cl{erela- 
tively: in it ſelfe it is a crying 
ſinne, in rclation to the Church, a 
deſtroying and defaming ſinne : of 
both alittle. 

Firſt, cruclty is a crying ſinne, 
for what are thoſe foure crying 
ſinnes, butcruell finnes ?

where is thy mercic? I could not 
bee committed without great 
-wrong to thee in thy ſubieR,, 
thinke in mercie ypon them : I 
could not be committed bur by 
him that was thy enemy, thinke in 
iuſtice vpon him : this ſinne isan 
informer to the court of heauen, 
and by the continuall diſtmbance 
of it, that God (who is never fot - 
getfull of his) is put in mindeto 
ſhew his anger againſt ſuch who 
have both leſſened the comfort, 
and encreaſed the ſorrow of his 

pcople. 
Secondly, note the end of cru- 
elty in crucll perſons, it is their 
aime vtterly to deface and obſcure 
the glory of the Church : Nay by 
this their cruelty they would vr.

The ſecond requifite 
vnto building is pictie which 
ftands in two things. Firſt, in 
cleanſing it from all filchineile, 
keepe out and caſt our all Jdols:

cure the ruine of our houſes,ift we 
make them dennes of thecues by 
gaming, Alchouſcs by drunken- 
neile, 1dle houſes by helliſh and 
curſcd ſtage-playes: ina vvord, 
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if bribery (how euer diſguiſed) lob : 5.343 


et into the houſe, if the houſe 
e ful of (wearers,drinkers, orthe 
like, God will fire it out , or the 
houſe ouer it. Secondly, in ador- 
ning them with al goodnefſe:the 
ornaments of our houſes are theſe, 
Fiſt, to make it the houſe of 
God, inthe conſtant and confci- 
onable praQtice of family duries : 
when Preyer,resding the Word, 
eatechizing of children and ſer 
nantshely conference, yith ſng- 
; MS wg 
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ing of Plalmcs are in force, and 
of goodvic ina houſe, this doth 
not onely grace the houſe as an 
ornament, but defend it as muny 
ment. Sccondly., to. make ita 
houlc for God,by ſhewing, works 
of mercy, .inuiring and tecding 
the poore members of Chiiſt: no 
poore ſhould lic at our houſes and 
doores from houre <o houre ſtar - 
uing , bur their bowels ſhould be 
refreſhed, that their ſoules mighc 
blcile vs;he thatthus feederh che 
odly poore at his4able,thar thus 
03h him-in hishoulc., doth 
both fcaſt and harbour God z as 
alſoprocyre ſafety cohis houſe; 
Thus to looke. to our houſes, 1s 
a.Way 'for, to. keepe them. to. out 
comfort. : F- {3 "Op K-11) 
To conclude, conſider what 2 
greater and more heauy iudge- 
ment would it bexo ſce the beauy 
tic of Be:helrurned into blackncs, 
ito burning.?
